The grand jury which adjourned today 
spent twenty-five days hearing evidence on 
the fraternal insurance matters.

BODY FOUND IN A CELLAR. 


Wife of American Dentist Was Re- 
ported Dead on Continent. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, July -A discovery made late 
tonight points to the probability that the 
vaudeville actress, Belle Elmore; was mur- 
dered and secretly buried in the ce'lar of 
her residence, 30 Hilidrop crescent, north 
London.

Announcement of Death Printed, 

Inquiries made concerning her called forth 
the information that she was m and had 
gone to the continent to recuperate. Soon 
afterward an announcement of her death 
wes printed ine theatrical newspaper. 

Circumefances later awakened thy guspi- 
cions of the police and inquiries made at the 
town in which it was said de had died 
showed that she had not died there. 

Subsequent investigations strengthened the 
suspicions of the police, who tonight made a 
search of 89 Hilidrop Crescent, where Dr. 
Crippin had lived since his wife's dizappear- 
ance until two or three days ago. 

The police dug up the ground ia the base- 
ment and found at a depth of several feet 
a human body, which was removed for ex- 
pert examination. 

Dr. Crippin'a whereabouts is unknown. 
It ia stated that when the police first went 
to the house he answered their questions 
frankly, but when they returned on July 6 
he was Absent. He has not been seen since.

Rush declared, however, that McBride was 
the ringleader. 


Arrested at Doctor’s Office. 
Burgess was arrested when he was entering 
the office of Dr. C. M. Pusey, 1280 East Sixty- 
third street, to have a wound dressed which 
he received in the fight with Cooper 

The situation at night after Inspector P. 
J. O’Brien and Lieut. John Hogan had ques- 
tioned all three of the prisoners vindicated 
Cooper and Miss Rush. 

While rejoicing in this, Cooper was down- 
cast because he is afraid that he will be 
called upon by the police as a witness should 
young Rush be held to the grand jury on 
the charge of attempted highway robbery.

Mr. Henderson, as one of the speakersof the 
occasion, was telling of the plans for enter- 
taining the members of the prison congress In 
Chicago on Sept. 28, 24, and 25, before they 
meet in Washington, D. C., on Oct. 2 to B. 


Pigs Get Light, Air, and Sunshine. 

“ The cells we have built in Chicago violate 
the principles of hygiene you follow mm 
building a pigpen,” declared the speaker. 
The pig at least hae light, air, and sun | 
shine, but the unfortunate who becomes a 
prisoner in a city station, is thrust into a 
eorridor of foul air. You put them al to 
gether—the innocent boy or man with the 
moral and physical wrecks, Every man has 
a right to a separate cell until he is con- 
victed. 

“ You give the city’s prisoner @ worse pun- 
ishment before he te convicted of a crime 
than you do after he is sent to Mr. Whitman's 
care. 

„The worst punishment the state of II- 
nois gives is not to the man who is gent to the 
gtate penitentiary, but to the man taken toa 
cell in the average police station. 

„None of the new prisons of Europe are 
built along the lines followed in thie country. 
Jam working to get a decent system of lock- 
ups, which we have not now.” 


Advocates Pay for Busy Prisoners.

Three employés were overcome by smoke 
and hundreds of other empioyés and custom- 
ere were badly frightened during a fire at 
the Hub department store, at State and 
Jackson streéts, late yesterday afternoon.

Flames Fought by Employes. 

Patent fire extinguishers and buckets of 
water were used by employés in fighting the 
flames until the arrival of firemer. In the 
meantime smoke had spread to all parts of 
the bullding, becoming so dense it was neces- 
sary for some of the escaping persons to 
cover their faces with handkerchiefs for pro-

EARTHQUAKE IN THE TYROL 
KILLS ONE, INJURES TWENTY. 


Sharp Shock in Munich, Bavaria, Sends 
Terrified People to Streete—Walls of 


Buildings Cracked. | 

BERLIN, July 13.—Dispatches from the 
Tyrol, in Austria-Hungary, report one per- 
son killed and twenty others injured by an 
earthquake at the village of Uttenheim to- 
day.

The bodies were frightfully mangled. The 
gondola was torm to bite and the motor 
buried iteelf beneath the surface of the 
ground. 


The victims «righ men well known to all 
Germans interested in aerial feats. Erbsioeh 
gained an international reputation when, in 
1907, at St. Louis, be won the international 
cup in the distance race for balloons. 

His companions today were Herr Toelle, a 
manufacturer of Barmen, two engineers, 
Herr Krans and Herr Hoeppe, and Herr 


Party tarts in High Spirits.

Neither was a case where there was a 
diginterested majority and an interested 
minority.

Hence those expressions cannot 
be beld to apply to thie case.

Other States Oppose It.

The only exception seems to be the one 
already referred to, where the ration cannot 
act at all without the action of spme particular per- 
son, who ie thereby disqualified from dealing with 
himself; where a contract may be made on 
béhalf of the corporation, withogt the assastance of 
a particular member or officer, 4 Contract with him 
is as valid as if he were a stranger.“ * 

“There appears to be no decision directly 
eovering the point in a state court in III 
nots. A federal decision, however, presum- 
ably interpreting the law of this state and 
equarely in point, is found in Jessup vs I. C. 
R. R. There was no fraud in the case and 

the contract was fair and unassallable un- 
lees it was voidable because some of the 
directors constituting a minority in one of the 
companies were also directors in the other 
company. The court, in an opinion by Mr. 
Justice Harlan, holds that:

There is no evidence in the record of any 
fraud, undue influence or improper conduct 
of any kind upon the part of ‘he Tribune 
company or any of its officers or agents in 
connection with the matters complained of. 


Value Increase No Argument, 

“Tt is true, as the evidence shows, that 
values in the vicinity of The Tribune buiild- 
ing have increased immensely in the last 
ten years. Mr. Aldis cites an instance in 
which he says that value has trebled in that 
period. Much ef this increase, it is testified, 
ie due to the erection of The Tribune building 
iteelf, and of other costly bulidings by other 
lessees of neighboring school fund property, 
as the First National bank buliding, for in- 
stance, with whom similar agr ents waiv- 
ing revaluation were made at about the same 
time and upon the same terms with those of 
The Tribune. 

“The Tribune agreements, like the others, 
having been made upon correctly ascertained 
bases of value for long term leases withaqut 
revaluation, at the instance of the board of 
education itself, and the valuations admitted- 
ly being fair when made, it is as unreasan- 
able to seek to invalidate them now upon the 
core of mere increase in value as it would 
be to ask that all other leases, as well as 
All past sales of property in school section 
16, or eleewhere for that matter, be set 
aside for the same reason. 

All of the exceptions of all of the parties 
hereto, having been considered and disposed 
of in the foregoing opinion, are hereby over- 
ruled, and the bill is dismissed for want of 
equity.
